SOPOLIO, a Muscongus Bay sloop built by Abdon Carter of 
Bremen Long Island, is shown working her way along Marsh 
Island on a wintry January day. The picture is a copy of an 
ancient photograph owned by Verne Carter of Round Pond. 
On July 4, 1894 at Round Pond, SOPOLIO proved her speed by 
winning the annual yacht race sailed by Verne’s father, 
Albion, and his uncle, Henry, both sons of the noted sloop 
builder, Abdon Carter. Verne has a trophy cup inscribed with 
the SOPOLIO name and the date. SOPOLIO measured 28.5 
feet and weighed six tons. She marked the transition from the 
original Muscongus Bay sloop as she had a keel instead of a 
centerboard but she retained the plumb stem which later 
gave way to the more graceful clipper-type bow of the 
Friendships. After fishing all summer, SOPOLIO carried 
freight in the winter from Portland to Nathan Carter’s store 
and post office on Loud’s Island.

Notice to Taxpayers 


IMPORTANT 
All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them. 
Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
notification in some public place in Town, or shall notify 
them in such other ways as the Town at its Annual Meeting 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors or the 
County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes unless 
he offers such lists with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application 
and documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers file 
with the assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer 
does not file the requested list, he loses his right to any appeal 
from assessed values. A tearout page is included in the back 
of this report for your convenience in filing this list with the 
Assessors. .

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Selectmen's Report 


Your Selectmen during the year were busy with the 
many duties of their offices. 


We called upon the State to do some of the tarring of Town 
ways. We were limited to 10,000 gallons which leaves plenty 
to do another year. Cutting bushes, Cold Patch and repairs 
continues to be needed to maintain what we have. Residents 
living on Town Roads should have Black Top for all year 
round use which suggests Town road improvement on the 
Turner Road. The state, at no expense to the Town, says they 
plan to move the Cuming’s barn to open up the Biscay Route 
32 corner since it was determined necessary as a safety 
measure also they gave us a white line on the Biscay Road 
again as a safety measure. 


Snow plowing and sanding was given out on contract to the 
same contractor after study following advertisement for 
bids. 


You will notice the Tax listing included map and lot 
numbers which detail should be helpful. 


We were not successful in getting much survey work done 
because the several contacts made did not turn out to be 
anyone that could give early attention but expect in 1972 to 
make progress given some money. 


The men in the Volunteer Fire Department are very active 
with training including First Aid and doing a great job. They 
are most pleased with the new Fire Truck all of which gives 
us vastly improved Fire Protection. We have so far failed in 
our continuing effort to get a lower insurance rate for Fire 
and Homeowners Policies. Many letters and personal calls to 
Augusta have been made to this end. If need be we will use 
other approaches to get what we deem fair. 


We presented our Dr. H. S. McLeod Cane to Mr. Russell T. 
Kimball as the oldest living male resident. For many years 
the town has passed a cane on to honor and recognize the 
oldest citizen. 
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Police protection has been stepped up by a new night shift 
sheriff patrol. We understand a new State Police policy is to 
make a point of more patrolling in towns with little or no 
police of their own. We nevertheless expect to help our own 
situation as our two constables have proven helpful for which 
monies are still available from the Police Association Fund. 


The surplus food distribution was carried out by an 
arrangement with Mr. Frank Mank in what seems to be a 
most satisfactory manner. 


The Ambulance question has come up since Mr. Fred 
French finds he must give up the service. Several meetings 
have been called by Mr. Samuel Roberts at the request of the 
local Doctors. After study a non-profit corporation has been 
formed to furnish the service on the concept of receiving 
financial support from the several towns including ours.The 
need is obvious. We must be sure our citizens have available 
prompt ambulance protection based on State regulations. 


After consulting with our auditors the Budget Committee 
and Selectmen decided to propose an article suggesting the 
town vote to use $6500.00 of our surplus to reduce the com- 
mitment over all rather than use surplus for individual 
items.

These funds must be used for personnel, materials and 
equipment related to the education of the culturally deprived 
child. 

The joint school committee of Union 74 authorized the 
purchase of a spare bus to be used by all towns in Union 74. 
The present spare bus has seen eleven years of service. The 
vote to buy another spare bus stipulated a second hand bus to 
cost not more than $3,500. The 6 towns of Union 74 are to share 
the cost equally. The spare is for use by contract bus drivers 
as well as the public bus drivers in Union 74. 

The elementary band in the towns of Bristol, 
Damariscotta, Newcastle and South Bristol under the 
direction of James Footer is now in its second year. The 
number involved has risen from about 40 members last year 
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to 88 members at present. This size band is sufficient to 
provide a good feeder system for secondary band programs. 
Parents of the band pupils have contributed much to the 
success of the program. 

With the exception of South Bristol and Bristol, there is a 
great need for a facility to handle indoor physical education 
and basketball programs. A very keen competition among 
the junior high basketball teams in the area has developed. 
However, continued success of the program will be limited 
unless an area can be found to allow more practice sessions 
and games. With the closing of the old Lincoln Academy gym 
to such use, students are traveling to the Bristol gym for the 
majority of their practices and games. In many cases this is 
too much to expect of students at this age during the bad 
weather months and prevents some pupils from _ par- 
ticipating. 

The school program continues to run rather smoothly and 
shows further growth. The materials and equipment in- 
ventory reflects the goal of individualizing the students’ 
program. The Bremen Civic Club has been generous to this 
end as regards buying needed equipment. 

The basement ceiling having been insulated and covered 
has made the school building much more flexible for in- 
Structional needs. The basement can now serve as an 
assembly hall, individual tutoring room, play area, etc. 
without interrupting others. 

The total school expenses for 1972 shows an increase of 
about 3.7 percent. This increase is due primarily to increased 
salaries for the school personnel and secondary tuition. The 
total elementary budget shows an increase of $453 whereas 
the secondary increases $2,077. 

A balance forward of $6,729.49 was realized for the period 
ending December 31, 1971. This balance is primarily due to 
the town’s budget year shifting from February 1 to January 
31, to January 1 to December 31. Since monies were raised 
for school purposes through January 31, 1972 last year ap- 
proximately $5,800 of this balance was anticipated. The state ~ 
subsidy shows a decrease of $300. Allowing for these two 
es the recommended appropriation of $58,740 is thus 
realized.

As a staff we accept cooperatively the responsibility for 
continual improvement in instruction, and for fostering an 
atmosphere for experimentation which leads to im- 
provement. This promotes the growth and well-being of the 
child who attends this school.

It is my pleasure once again to submit to you a report on 
the operations of the Bremen Volunteer Fire Department for 
the year ending 1971. 


The Bremen Volunteer Fire Department has been real 
busy this year, with the purchase of a new firetruck and with 
considerable training on this new unit as well as the older 
unit. Officers have been elected and members signed. 


With the purchase of our new John Bean Fire truck, we 
were also able to purchase 1000 feet of 112”’ top line hose 
which will be used on the trucks and with our portable 
pumps. 


The new truck is a John Bean high pressure unit mounted 
on an F-700 Ford chassis. The unit carries 500 gallons of 
water and is easy to operate. 


One trained man can arrive at the scene of a fire and have 
water on the fire in less than a minute. 


Activities of the Fire Department this year were in August 
our annual Lobster Stew Supper which was a rea success 
and we took in over $500. 


In September a demonstration and open house to 
demonstrate our new truck. 


In January the Department sponsored an American Red 


Cross Standard First Aid Course at the Bremen Grade 
School which was open to the public. 


We have set up for this spring another Forestry Course as 
well as our own Department trainings.

This year the Department is asking for more money for the 
‘“‘maintenance account’’ because of the two trucks to be 
insured. 


Due to our high risk factor of sending just one man into a 
burning building we are asking for a second Scott Air Pac.

Under improvements to the Fire House we purchased two 
over head doors from money raised from the August Supper. 
We also purchased a First Aid Kit for our new truck. 

We now find we are going to have to reshingle the roof of 
the Fire House. 


At this time I would like to thank everyone who helped to 
make the August supper a real success. Especially the 
women and Lobstermen who donated their time and lobsters 
and also the people who donated money.

Bremen has not been spared the statewide flu epidemic but 
no adult cases of communicable diseases have been reported 
to me. The Bremen Grade School reported two such cases, 
one of chicken pox in April 1971, and another case in 
February 1972. In August 1971 a juvenile case of spinal 
meningitis occurred in Bremen. 


Several complaints were received relative to the disposal 
of certain industrial waste. The owner was contacted, an 
improvement is already noticeable and further improvement 
is promised as soon as weather permits. 


The Biscay Pond Association Inc. has filed a complaint 
against the out-of-state owner of a property at the pond. The 
Association contends that the careless disposal of trash is 
unsightly and taken together with an open privy there is a 
threat to the pond water. The Bremen selectmen have been 
notified. 


The plumbing inspector for 1972 was approved.

Itis necessary to continue to furnish the vital service and to 
do so we must have funds, as well as donations from in- 
dividuals and business and from the towns. 

There are 6 towns in the corporation and each will have an 
article in their warrants for their share based on a formular 
of 50 cents per capita plus an apportionment based on a 
percentage of State valuation. Ours is 10.5 per cent. Since the 
figure to be raised is $800.00 our share is $752.00. 

Charges have been voted as follows $15.00 flat rate from 
any point in the area to any hospital in the immediate area 
such as Miles, Knox, Boothbay and Bath in case of an 
emergency response. 

Transfers are charged at 40 cents per mile plus the $15.00 
flat charge. ) | 

While there are a few trained persons that have volun- 
teered their help we need others. We are asking for volun- 
teers to come forward offering to get involved in the program 
and training which is being set up. We plan to pay nominal 
fees and if you are interested in the program I will be happy 
to explain details.

During the past year the Civic Club has advanced the tape 
reading program enough to feel that it has been a success. 
The teachers at the school have a regular program un- 
derway, and they report a marked improvement in the pupils 
using it. We would like to thank each one who so very 
generously donated their time to help us on this project. It 
has covered several months and involved many hours of 
work. 


The club gave contributions to the Bremen Library Ass’n, 
Dollars for Scholars and the Mental Health Clinic. We also 
gave a donation of $100.00 to the Jesse Albert Memorial 
Dental Clinic. This donation covered Bremen’s share of the 
cost and enabled low-income families to apply for free dental 
care for their children. We urge those who qualify for this 
service to apply at the clinic headquarters at Bath, Maine. 
Two (2) microscopes, complete with slides, were purchased 
for the upper grades at the Bremen Grade School and a new 
heavy-duty office typewriter has been ordered. 


The club members joined with the Augusta Woman’s Club 
in their drive to collect 600,000 Betty Crocker coupons to 
purchase a kidney machine for the Maine Medical Center in 
Portland. Our club collected over 16,000 coupons throughout 
the area. Of this total, over 2,000 were collected by the pupils 
in grades 1 and 2 at the Grade School. 


On schedule in the coming months are a rummage sale in 
April and food sales during the summer months. Your con- 
tinued support will be greatly appreciated.

Volunteer efforts to keep the roadside clean have been 
great and Bremen folks have contributed to the success of the 
dump recycling program. Our school children have been 
seen filling waste containers along the roadside. ‘‘IF IT HAS 
TO BE PICKED UP IT SHOULDN’T HAVE BEEN PUT 
THERE’’. A good thought for all to remember. 


An effort was made by this commission to begin a 
recycling program for waste paper from schools and 
business establishments. While the idea has not been 
abandoned S.D. Warren Co. advises us the cost is too great 
and points out that it is a product capable of recycling itself. 


The state Plumbing Inspector visited with the chairman 
for the purpose of an understanding of the problems a small 
town faces in its dependence upon private water supplies 
and sewer systems. Bremen is fortunate in the great efforts 
made to comply with requirements. A few copies of the code 
book are available at the home of the chairman or may be 
had by writing to Augusta. 


Through the selectmen we have asked for a Geological 
Survey of the town by the Soil & Water Conservation Com- 
mission at Rockland. 


Mr. Cotton has supplied us with maps of the town for future 
use. 


Several attempts have been made in vain over the years to 
interest the State Parks & Recreation Commissioner in areas 
needing protection in the interests of Ecology. Recently we 
have been asked to assist the Natural Resources Council in a 
state wide study of natural resources in need of some 
protection. Your thoughts on this would be most welcome. 
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Last but by no means least is our concern for public access 
to our waterways. With this in mind we made application for 
a $750.00 Ford Foundation Grant. In the event we receive this 
grant, it would be used to pay for legal work related to this 
subject. 


In closing I would like to remind you that the State Law 
Chapter 424 of the Public Laws amended Title 12 of the 
revised Statues by adding provisions dealing with mandatory 
zoning & subdivision controls. If we fail to do so the state is 
empowered to adopt appropriate ordinances for the com- 


munity & in either case the community is charged with en-. 


forcement responsibility. Until the state issues standards for 
us to use as guide lines there is not much need for town ac- 
tion. As individuals we need to be giving much serious con- 
sideration of our resources and goals for the future. No doubt 
this can be tied in with the Natural Resources Survey 
mentioned. 


We would hope all might take time to visit the school and 
observe the awareness of Ecology in our children.

Location of Bremen Cemeteries 


It might be of interest to the new residents as well as the 
non-residents, where the cemeteries are located in Town. 


Beginning with the Broad Cove cemetery, it is about a 
quarter of a mile from route 32 on the Nobleboro road, on the 
right side. It is not easily seen from the road as it is 
surrounded by a wooded area. This is a very old private 
cemetery. Some of the stones date back to the early eighteen 
hundred’s. 


The Collamore family have a private cemetery in the 
upper field owned by Floyd Mank, near the eastern end of the 
Broad Cove Cemetery. 
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On the northern end of the Capt. Hall estate in the Broad 
Cove section of town on Route 32 is the old Quaker cemetery. 
Although there are no stones to mark the graves, it is con- 
sidered the oldest cemetery in the town. 


The old Weston cemetery is on the left side of Route 32 just 
before the turn of the Keene’s Neck road, going south. This is 
also considered one of the oldest cemeteries in town. The 
grave of Commodore Tucker is located here and a monument 
in his memory was erected over it. This is very easily seen. 


Opposite the Weston cemetery is the Hillside cemetery, 
now owned by the Town. The receiving tomb presented to the 
town by the Bremen Patriotic Club some years ago is also on 
Route 32 in front of this cemetery. 


One mile down the Medomak road from Route 32 on the 
right side of the road is the Evergreen cemetery, owned and 
cared for by a private association, one of the best cared for 
cemeteries in town. 


In the Muscongus section of town across from the Poole 
homestead is the privately owned Poole family cemetery. 


The Woodbury cemetery is also in the Muscongus section of 
town. It is not seen from the road and is located in back of the 
presently owned Angresano property which is on the right 
side of the road going south towards the town of Bristol. 


On Bremen Long Island there are several old family 
cemeteries, mostly located on the western side of the Island 
facing the Medomak river. 


There is an old cemetery on the Damariscotta end of the 
Turner road located on the right. 


The location of these cemeteries mentioned, may be of 
some interest to persons trying to locate graves of old family 
relatives, especially those’ doing the family genealogy.

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COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Cash in banks was reconciled with the bank con- 
firmations. The records were checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and their deposits to 
the checking accounts as well as expenditures and the 
negotiated checks. Positive confirmations were sent on a test 
basis to determine the accuracy of recorded taxes 
receivable. 

The State Aid Construction account was verified by 
direct correspondence with the State Highway Commission. 

The educational account balances were reconciled with 
the Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and 
cancelled checks were examined to determine that charges 
were made to the proper operating accounts. 

FISCAL YEAR CHANGE 

The townspeople at their annual town meeting March 20, 
1971 voted to change its fiscal year from January 31 to 
December 31, consequently, since this is the first year of the 
change, this report covers an eleven month period and is not 
readily comparable with previous reports. 

Accounts Receivable contains monies due the town from 
the Treasurer of State for State Aid Road Construction. 

Trust fund investments at December 31, 1971 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the securities and time deposits 
on hand. We examined all data in support of all investment 
transactions and determined that all income applicable to 
eae has been included in the income of the trust 

und. 

The amount necessary to retire town debt represents the 
balance due on monies borrowed to purchase the new fire 
truck. The corresponding note payable was confirmed by 
communicating directly with the First National Bank of | 
Damariscotta. Surety Bond coverage was examined. 

It has been our pleasure to work with the town’s 
municipal officers and we thank them for their splendid co- 
operation.

All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give seasonable 
notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification in some 
_ public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways as the 

Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true 
_and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfied them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 

Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 

NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values. A

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Selectmens Report 


The Selectmen wish to report that many new problems are to be dealt 
with at this time as well as the usual business. 

The care of our roads requires considerable time and expense. The 
same contractor was given the snow removal and sanding contract and 
an extra 300 yards of sand has been stock piled to insure proper san- 
ding. 

Under the town road improvement program the state did the work on 
the Turner Road using the money the State allocated for this purpose. 
Our planning calls for continuing work on this road and right away 
must replace the old so called rock bridge with a large culvert between 
McCurdy and Pemaquid Ponds. 

No State Aid monies were used this year but the engineering of a 
section of Route 32 has been done, and will be constructed this sum- 
mer, to improve a stretch along by the Muscongus Club which is needed 
so as to be ready for repaving as the State continues the Hot Top 
program along Route 32. 

The Volunteer Fire Dept. men are doing a great job and deserve a 
compliment and our support. The regular meetings have been well 
attended as well as many special training classes on the Scott Air Pack 
and fire fighting tactics. A water tank truck is in the process of being 
commissioned for which the need is obvious. We are continuing our 
demand for better insurance rates and do have some hope for results. 

Regarding police protection we together with our two constables are 
regularly in touch with the sheriff and have purchased a 2 way radio to 
communicate with the 24 hour sheriff band to call for aid including fire 
and ambulance. 

This year our Donated Commodies arrangement is with the OED 
and we arranged for an extra service in October on account of the Red 
Tide problem. The improved entrance to the School basement area 
has proven to be a great help and surely was needed. 

The Bremen Library Association have been approached by an 
anomymous donor to build a new Library Building of Colonial design 
provided they can come up with a good package including safe parking 
and safe convenient access for the school children. The land must be 
large enough to site the building in an attractive manner and properly 
locate a well and septic system. 

To fulfill these qualifications the Association proposes in an article to 
exchange the present library property land and building with the Town 
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for land north of the school driveway. A land map of this proposal will 
be displayed. 

We do have more than the usual problems at this time. We must find 
a new location for our sand pile and should consider stock piling some 
salt for better road care. Future planning calls for consideration of our 
acquiring more land perhaps near the Town House not only for a 
sand pile but for one day a new fire house building including a 
Town Office and small meeting room. 

We have received so for some $6700.00 from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Act and in April will get a quarterly payment which when 
muliplied by four will project the 1973 monies. This is a five year 
program. We have two years to appropriate each year’s grant by articles 
in a warrant worded ‘‘From Federal Revenue Sharing account’’. The 
. money as received has and will be invested in a savings account to draw 
interest. We must all study the wise use of these funds. 

The question of the so-called Manditory Shoreland Zoning Act is 
before us and unless the deadline is extended beyond July Ist, 1973 we 
will have to act and since we do not at this time have enough in- 
formation to go on we are of a mind to plan to call a Special Town 
Meeting to handle this matter so all will have plenty of time to consider 
all aspects before voting on an article that will be drawn to best suit our 
Town and yet not be rejected as not complying with the law. 

There are other requirements relating to land use. We have drawn up 
subdivision regulations as the Selectmen must where there is no 
Planning Board act on any subdivision of land when divided into three 
on more lots. In large land areas, 20 acres plus, the Department of 
Environmental Protection must also approve. 

The Selectmen, if no Planning Board, must adopt a Comprehensive 
Plan which requirement is explained as being necessary to assume a 
proper study has been made to thoughfully drafting a land use article. 
We have written such a plan which is a simple statement of what we 
have and some future ideas to consider. Each year such a plan should 
be amended with new ideas. These so-called guidelines. presumably 
should be the basis of proposals for future action. 

The Central Lincoln County Ambulance Service has proven to be a 
marvelous help, needed by the six towns, to properly render vital 
service. They have operated for one year and handled a case load of 234 
patients, obviously well worthwhile. 

We meet every other Wednesday night offically and welcome visitors 
as all meetings are open. 
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Revenue Sharing Information 


The Federal R. S. money as received must be put into a separate trust 
account and can be spent only by action of the town meeting in a 
warrant article worded to be appropriated from the trust account which 
means these monies will not be involved in the total commitment. You 
may see R. S. articles from time to time in an annual or special town 
meeting. 

The allowable use of this money is quite general except can’t be used 
for school expense except capital outlay. The basic idea of the R. S. is to 
assist in holding town taxes and we are encouraged to use the money for 
special programs which we might not want to afford ordinarily, 
examples for roads, fire equipment, land,town buildings etc. 

The amount we receive is based on a formular using our tax effort 
minus school expense, the population and the individual average per 
capita income. You can see if we cut our tax effort it will tend to reduce 
the amount of R. S. we would be getting for the year in which the 
figures are used.

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Superintendent's Report 


Funds available under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965 were announced for the 1972-73 school year as 
follows: 


Bremen 1790 
Bristol 4252 
Damariscotta 3357 
Newcastle 4364 
Nobleboro 3469 
South Bristol 2909 


As defined under the Act relating to these funds, monies allotted to 
the towns must be directed at serving the special educational needs of 
educationally deprived children of low-income families. Consequently, 
the funds as listed above support salaries of special teachers and 
teacher aides with the exception of $103 for equipment and $240 for 
clerical help. The program has been directly or indirectly associated 
with 86 children throughout Union 74. 

The Union 74 music program will be undergoing change beginning 
the 1973-74 school year. Mrs. Stevens plans to retire from teaching on a 
regular basis. It should be noted that the music needs of our six school 
programs are very demanding for one instructor. No one has been more 
frustrated than Mrs. Stevens these past years. We owe her much 
gratitude and wish her a relaxing future. 

The towns of Bremen, Bristol and South Bristol will employ one 
music person and will share the person’s time 1 day, 24 days and 1% 
days per week respectively. The cost of the program will be prorated 
according to the shared time. 

The towns of Damariscotta, Newcastle and Nobleboro will be sharing 
one music teacher on an equal cost and time basis. The year’s school 
enrollment as of October 1, 1972 for grades 1-12 is listed 
below.

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We do not anticipate any significant pupil enrollment change in 
the next several years. 


The 1973 budget proposal reflects a $7824 increase due primarily to | 
four areas, instruction, special education, adult education and a 
smaller balance forward than that of last year. 


The instruction account reflects increased music instruction, 
salaries, additional teacher aide, and larger requests for textbooks and 
teaching supplies. 


Added responsibility and increased tuition rates at Bristol special 
education center and the Elmhurst Center in Bath accounts for the 
increased special education budget. 


Bremen’s allotment for the new Union 74 adult education program 
for 1973 will be $1046. The budget commitment for the 6 towns involved 
is prorated according to each town’s population to the total population 
of Union 74 towns. Except for the first year of operation, the town can 
expect from 50% - 90% reimbursement from the State of Maine for 
monies expended for adult education. In 1973, Bremen can anticipate 
about $225 return from the State. 


The school continues to function very smoothly and school officials 
are receiving the best possible cooperation from all the townspeople. 
The program to purchase more equipment to individualize the school 
program continues. All available space including the basement, is 
being used.

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Principal's Report 
1972-73 


During the current year we are seeing a greater emphasis on in- 
dividual student needs while seeking to meet the group needs as well. 
The weekly visits of two teachers from Longfellow School has helped 
some students needing special help to catch up. A Speech Therapist 
came one day a week and worked with five children. This individual 
help has not only aided students, but had freed teachers to spend more 
time meeting the needs of others. 


Music lessons were introduced this year. Mr. Footer was here every 
Monday morning to teach those interested. The anticipated coming of a 
music teacher one whole day next year will better prepare Bremen 
students to take part in high school music programs. 


The Patriotic Club sponsored a fine poster and composition contest 
with an Ecology theme. The Civic Club donated money toward the 
purchase of an office typewriter and other classroom teaching aids. 


In the Spring students will be planting shrubs to enhance the ap- 
pearance of the school grounds. 


Fifty-seven students attended this year. Teachers and School Board 
members are seeking to formulate ideas that will assist in doing a better 
job of education. Questions such as “‘what is school all about?” are 
being discussed. Answers to questions such as these should result in 
better teaching and training of future citizens of the community.

To the Board of Selectmen and fellow citizens: 


It is my pleasure once again to submit to you a report on the 
operation of the B. V. F. D. for the year ending December 1972. 

The Department has had a real busy year, with: 1. State and 
Department training; 2. reshingling the firehouse roof, and painting 
the siren and trim; 3. selling fire extinguishers. 

We were also busy working on a surplus 6 x 6 truck which was 
assigned to the Town and Fire Dept. by the Civil Defense, to be 
equipped and maintained by the Dept. as a tank truck. We have had a 
1600 gal. oil tank given to the Dept., which we have mounted on the 6 x 
6 truck. The men have been putting their spare time in on scraping and 
sanding the truck and tank to get it ready for painting. Tony painted 
the truck for us. By town meeting we hope to have the truck in service. 

I might add, that to date no tax money has been spent on fixing up 
the truck. We have been using our supper money to fix up the truck. 

For training this year we had two courses given to us by the State 
Dept. of Education. 

The first was a five week course on breathing equipment. In this 
course we learned how to use our Scott Air Packs in an actual smoked 
filled building. 

The second course was a six-week course in fire tactics. This was a 
course where we could take a particular building and preplan, how we 
would put out a fire in it, where we would be able to get water, whether 
we would have equipment enough to put out the fire.This would save 
time if there was an actual fire in this location. Some of the men would 
be familiar with the building and would have an idea of what problems 
they might run into. 

The Fire Dept. voted to make the equipment available for other than 
emergency calls. Such as pumping cellars, wells and filling wells and 
tanks, with a fee for equipment and one for the men called. 

This year the Dept. took on a program of making fire extinguishers 
available to the residents at a reduced cost. To date we have sold fifty 
2% dry chemical extinguishers and one 2% gal. charged water ex- — 
tinguisher. Ifinterested in a fire extinguisher please call 529-5443. 

This year we are asking the same amount of money for our main- 
tenance account. 
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We are asking for $500 to be used for safety equipment for the Dept. 
and for training aides. 
At this time I would like to thank everyone who helped to make our 
_ August supper such a real success. Especially the women and lob- 
stermen who donated their time and lobsters and also to those who | 
donated money to the Department. 
Fires this year are as follows: 1 car fire, 1 barn fire, 1 house fire, 1 
propane heater fire, 4 pumping cellars.

We would like to Thank those who so kindly took time to answer and 
return the questionnaire circulated in Aug. of ’72. From these it would 
seem there is some concern for a decrease in the number of birds and 
animals frequenting the area. Should Bremen set this as a priority 
item? How do you, the voter wish it to be handled? Contrary to what 
some people believe, we, The Conservation Commission can not act, 
ours is only to observe and notify the Selectmen. 

Roadside cleanup programs seem to work very well and we are 
fortunate to have The cooperation of The Civic Club and The Principal 
of the school. The number of private citizens who do regular pick-up 
work is really most gratifying. 

We have been advised that for pond water testing we can not depend 
on the test used by the Dept. of Health and Welfare for determing the 
safety of drinking water and so we are presently investigating the idea 
or a Volunteer monitoring system such as is used on some streams in 
other parts of the country. Did you know that Bremen as of Aug. ’72 
boasts approximately 140 Fresh Water Property owners! The selectmen 
have ordered Contour Maps to assist in the Shoreline Zoning. 

The title search for town landings continues. Our finance Chairman 
has deposited The Ford Foundation Check in the Bank. Our Attorney 
is Mr. Hadley Miller.

PLEASE PROTECT THE OSPREY OF BREMEN 


We are very fortunate here in Bremen to have those great ‘‘fish 
eagles’ or ospreys. Perhaps you didn’t know that they are rapidly 
disappearing from the eastern seaboard. In fact, Ospreys are now gone 
completely from some parts of the Connecticut shore where they were 
abundant just a few years ago. This reduction of the osprey population 
is due to several factors including the effect of pesticides which 
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produces unviable eggs. 

However, here in Bremen we have breeding ospreys and their high 
pitched whistles and plummeting dives are a familiar part of living here 
in summer. Although these ospreys seem to be holding their own, they 
need our help to survive. Some people shoot at them for target practice 
or for a variety of other misguided reasons. One bird here on the cove © 
where I live had its tail feathers well-ventilated by shot and is fortunate 
to be able to fly as well as it does. 

Contrary to some popular opinions the osprey does not compete with 
man for edible fish. Actually the bird eats carp, breams and suckers for 
example, which do not appeal to fishermen. Even so, there is enough 
here for man and bird. 

Regardless of his fierce looks, this bird is a very gentle creature whose 
- main purpose is to provide for himself and for his family, which he does 
very well, eating just a share of any catch and taking the remainder to 
his nest. Ospreys do not attack other birds or mammals. Smaller birds 
may even live in the lower parts of an osprey’s nest for security reasons. 
Above all, the osprey poses no threat to man or to man’s goods. On the 
contrary man has pushed this spectacular bird to the outer limits of 
extinction. 

Won’t you protect the ospreys of Bremen and in doing so keep a part 
of the natural beauty still available to us here in Maine?

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Cemetery Report 


The Hillside and Weston Cemeteries were both mowed all over twice 
during the season beginning with Memorial Day until October 1st. The 
lots with perpetual care funds were mowed every two weeks during the 
season. 

The Woodbury and Broad Cove cemeteries needed extensive cutting 
of bushes and were mowed once. 

We were unable to get any work done on the Bremen Long Island 
cemeteries, but hope to accomplish something in 1973. 

The Hillside cemetery being the only Town owned cemetery, the 
Town voted in the last March meeting to restrict the sale of the lots to 
residents and former residents of Bremen. At the present there are only 
twelve unsold developed lots, which is the cause of this restriction. 

The cemetery extension which is above the lots consisting of one-half 
acre, a gift from Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm Sidelinger in 1951, is now quite 
a wooded area and will require much clearing before any lots could be 
sold, which may be necessary in the near future. 

The road, which is quite steep is in need of repair as it is very soft in 
the Spring and Fall during the rainy seasons, and is difficult to use. 

The Town voted to accept two new perpetual care funds. One from 
Ralph Keene for the Keene lot and one from the Clifford Collamore 
family for their lot.

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Auditor's Report

We have examined the balance sheet of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1973 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations, and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
. and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


In our opinion the accompanying financial statements present fairly 
the financial position of the various funds of the Town of Bremen, 
Maine at December 31, 1972 and the results of operations for the year 
then ended, in conformity with accounting practices generally followed 
by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.

COMMENTS 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on hand 
was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1972. Cash in banks was _ 
reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the bank. The 
records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and their deposits to the checking 
account as well as expenditures and the negotiated checks. Positive 
confirmations requests were sent on a test basis to determine the ac- 
curacy of recorded taxes receivable. 

Time Deposit - Revenue Sharing Trust Fund was established for all 
payments from Federal Revenue Sharing as required by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

The trust fund investments at December 31, 1972 were accounted for 
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by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from the savings 
institutions or commercial bank. We examined data in support of 
investment transactions and determined that all principal and income 
applicable to investments and all expenditures had been included in 
each fund. 

The Deferred Appropriation account contains State reimbursement 
of $2,265.38 due in January 1973 for town expenditures for Town Road 
Improvement. The Town Road Improvement and State Aid Recon- 
struction accounts were confirmed by direct correspondence with the 
State Highway Commission. 

Educational account balances were reconciled with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls, and cancelled checks were 
examined for a selected period to determine that charges were made to 
the proper operating accounts. Surety bond coverage relating to town 
officials was reviewed. 

The overdraft in the Excise Account was authorized by the selectmen 
to pay the remaining balance on the fire truck Note. The use of excise 
tax revenue for the note repayment was authorized by the voters at the 
annual town meeting. 

It has been our pleasure to work with the town’s municipal officers 
and we thank them for their splendid co-operation,

BREMEN TOWN MEETING HOUSE 1874-1974 


When artist Norman Rockwell painted his famous Saturday Evening Post series, the 
Four Freedoms, he chose the New England town meeting to illustrate freedom of speech. 
Here in Bremen this democratic tradition has flourished since the founding of the 
township in 1828, and for many decades before that while Bremen was still a part of the 
Town of Bristol. 

This year, 1974, marks the 100th Anniversary of the Bremen Town House. Here for 
84 years the annual town meeting was held; the selectmen conducted town affairs; and 
elections were decided by ticket ballot. 

In 1874 the Oak Lodge of the Good Templars had the building constructed on land 
purchased from James A. Johnston. The Good Templars was an international tem- 
perance organization founded in Utica, New York. 

Before 1876 citizens gathered for town meetings at the Bremen District No. 3 
Schoolhouse, but from that date on the Good Templars’ Hall was used. In the minutes of 
the 1881 meeting it is called ‘““Keene’s Hall’. Weston, Keene and Company were ob- 
viously using the building, for when the Good Templars offered it to the Town of Bremen 
in 1884, the company reserved the use of the second floor. The resolution to accept it was 
unanimously passed, and the Town of Bremen assumed ownership of the Good Tem- 
plars’ Hall. 

Over the past century this building has served as a center for many worthwhile 
community activities. Until 1910 the Ocean Grange held meetings and entertainments 
here, making use of the upstairs stage, dressing rooms, and painted back-drop. Here, too, 
the library had its beginnings. J. B. Keene willed his bookcases and collection of books to 
the Town in 1916, and some of these books are still in circulation at the Bremen Library. 
The Patriotic Club provided a corner at Town Hall for library purposes, and staffed it 
with volunteers. This temporary library functioned, on and off, for many years. And even 
the cause of education was served by conversion of the upper floor of the hall to a 
classroom (1954-59) until the new school could be built. 

The Town Hall has long been a cherished project of the Patriotic Club -- even before 
1960 when the Town transferred the annual meeting to the recently completed Bremen 
Grade School, and for a token yearly payment leased the Town Hail to the women’s 
society. Over the years the Patriotic Club has spent about $10,000 to improve, restore, 
and maintain the building. Some of the major expenditures include the extension, the 
driven well and pump, the parking lot, remodelling the stage upstairs, replacing the 
ceiling downstairs, the powder room, kitchen equipment, lighting fixtures, window boxes, 
stoves, and many of the furnishings. 

After 1938, when the extension was added, the Ladies Aid found it easier to serve the 
baked-bean dinner (at a charge of thirty-five to fifty cents) for which town meeting was 
interrupted at noon. The Laides Aid also sponsored the dinners and homemade ice cream 
and cake sales that raised money for the Bremen Union Church. 

There were Boy Scout meetings, Red Cross Training programs, the Patriotic Club’s 
Thrift Shop and Style Show, the entertainments, the Audubon lectures, guest speakers, 
movies, slide shows, the Firemen’s annual lobster stew dinner, the Library Association’s 
auctions, book and rummage sales, the showers and wedding receptions, the benefit 
dinners for families where tragedy had struck. 

Now we have come to the end of a century of progress. The Town House stands as a 
monument -- not only to the freedoms we all hold so dear, but to friendship, community 
service, and concern for one another in the Down East tradition. This summer the 
Bremen Patriotic Club will hold Open House at the old Town Hall. You are invited to 
share 100 years of good memories and fellowship.

IMPORTANT 

All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give seasonable 
notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification in some 
public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways as the 
Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true 
and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner after such notice, does not bring in 
such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to the 
Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes 
unless he offers such lists with his application and satisfied them that 
he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 

Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 

NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values. A 
tearout page is included in the back of this report for your convenience 
in filing this list with the Assessors.

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Selectmen's Report 


1973 and this year in which we are working are full of unsolved 
problems which your Selectmen are trying to look after in the best 
interest of Bremen. 

It is becoming more expensive to handle snow removal and san- 
ding. The extra salt in the sand with a wider spread seems to have 
helped somewhat and plan to continue the practice. 

As you may recall, we added, from Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds, $2,000.00 to the State Town Road Improvement account, so as 
to make faster progress on the Turner Road which worked out to have 
rebuilt all but one half mile. We did not, however, have enough Tar 
account money to tar all the new work. This year tar costs were up from 
32 cents to 45 cents per gallon, including cores. We did do less than we 
planned for new work and maintenance. A larger budget is suggested 
because prices are even higher. Our latest quote--64 cents. As a con- 
sequence of the late December storm damage, we have already been 
faced with some $750.00 out of this year’s account, not yet ap- 
propriated, “Repairing Town Roads, Bridges and Cutting Bushes.” 
Some of this money may be recovered through the Civil Defense 
Disaster Fund. 

The units for State Aid reconstruction were used and the needed 
work planned was done on Route 32 and seems most satisfactory. The 
next project in the planning stage is on the Biscay Road where four 
units together with the State Matching and Bonus Funds should ac- 
complish a lot towards the improvement of this much used highway. 
The state has agreed at our request to maintain a middle stripe through 
to U.S. #1. . 

The Volunteer Fire Department continues to do a splendid job for 
which we all should be most thankful. The water tank truck is in use 
after a lot of hard volunteer labor. The added protection is most 
reassuring and we still have hopes of better insurance rates as we do 
have now even better fire protection. 

The Donated Commodity arrangement by town vote has continued 
and seems much appreciated. The program is being phased out, July 1, 
1974. A Food Stamp program we learn is being developed. 
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The Bremen Library Association’s new building is a reality made 
possible by a most generous donor. The townspeople are justifiably 
proud of this beautiful new facility which is for all of us to use and of 
particular benefit to our children. Please notice an article in the 
warrant to do with correcting an error in a measurement on one of of 
the lines which came to light after an actual survey as compared to the 
plan done by an architect. 

The sand pile location on newly purchased land has proven to be 
satisfactory and this land area will doubtless prove otherwise useful in 
the future. 

Our Town Landing Committee still has unfinished business but 
fortunately has worked out an article for an easement on Greenland 
Island owned by Mr. and Mrs. Albert Kaufmann. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing account has $5,863.04 in the savings 
bank which monies are unappropriated and available for allowable use 
and will be considered by the Selectmen and Budget Committee for 
wise suggestions to the voters as well as Excise Tax monies. 

We are most fortunate to have a splendid six town ambulance 
service which at this time has served well the 273 calls which is an 
increase over the 234 calls last year. A well thought out attendant 
organization has developed during the year with officers who set up 
duty schedules to assure top quality trained, prompt service which is so 
essential for our protection. 

To name a few of the problems with which we are working: 

(a) New requirements for a plumbing inspector who could 
possibly act as a Code Enforcement Officer for 

(b) Mandatory Shoreland Zoning which requires a Code En- 
forcement Officer. | 

(c) General assistance changes we advertized the adoption of 
MMA guidelines. 

(d) Sanitary Landfill Dump regulation. 

(e) Approved disposal area for effluent from septic tanks. 

(d) and (e) are hopefully being worked out with Damariscotta. 

(f) Combating the new School Subsidy Law so as to alleviate our 
sending extra large sums of money to Augusta beyond our needs, 
thereby subsidizing other towns’ school costs. 
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(g) The new Dog Law implementation. We hope to work out an 
arrangement with the Waldoboro dog officer to cover our town and 
answer compiaints. 

Your Selectmen meet officially every other Wednesday at 7:30 
p.m. anc invite you to drop in as our meetings are open.

Funds available under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965 were announced for the 1973-74 school year as 
follows: 


Bremen $1,755 
Bristol 4,252 
Damariscotta 2,160 
Newcastle 1,890 
Nobleboro 1,215 
South Bristol 2,909 


As defined under the Act relating to these funds monies allotted to 
these towns must be directed at serving the special educational needs of 


the educationally deprived children of low income families. Con- 


sequently, the funds as listed above support salaries of special teachers 
and teacher aides with the exception of $240.00 for clerical help and 
$500.00 for inservice programs. 

The program has been directly or indirectly associated with 91 
children throughout Union #74. 

Starting in September 1974 Title I funds can no longer be used to 
subsidize special handicapped programs since special handicapped 
programs are now funded 100% under the new subsidy statute. Title I 
funds must now go to new programs and cannot supplant but rather 
supplement existing programs. 

The October ist 1973 pupil census report shows the grade 
enrollment to be as follows:

The total school budget shows a net increase of $2,655 over last 
year’s budget because of a $6,244 increase in the elementary and a 
$2,840 decrease in the secondary. 
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The primary reasons for the changes in the various accounts from 
last year’s budget are as follows: 

Administration, up $657 because Bremen’s share of the 
superintendent’s office is up because of Bremen’s increase in 
enrollment and the implementation of a computer payroll system; 

Instruction, up $2,797 due to last year’s salary increase as well as 
proposed raises for next year and the new teacher aide hired in Sep- 
tember of 1973; 

Transportation, up $1,322 to reflect increase in cost of gas and 
repairs as well as Bremen’s share of a special education bus; 

Operation, up $1,928 due to increased cost of heating oil and 
utilities; 

Maintenance, up $1,400 to begin repairs on the Bremen School 
roof; 

Fixed Charges, up $118 for social security and building insurance; 

Special Education, down $1,843 due to a smaller number of 
special education students; 

Adult Education, down $1,046 since Bremen is presently not 
participating in the Union 74 adult education program; 

Secondary Tuition, down $2,840 due to a smaller number of 
secondary students, a decrease of 9 students from last year at this time. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


The newly created Union 74 adult education program begun in 1973 
was attended by residents of the area beyond all expectations. As 
outlined last year each town is assessed an amount based on the par- 
ticipating town’s population to the total population of the towns in- 
volved. At present only the towns of Bristol, Damariscotta, Newcastle 
and South Bristol are supporting and attending the program. The 
enrichment courses are varied and well attended but the number of 
adults accumulating credits toward a secondary diploma through the 
program is most gratifying. Last year 2 adults received a high school 
diploma and 6 more are expected to receive a diploma this year. The 
enrollment and financial report for the two terms in 1973 are as follows:

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Principal's Report 


The Bremen Grade School is continuing its efforts to provide the 
best possible education for the children of Bremen. Each teacher has 
worked hard to provide a well-rounded program and has emphasized 
the skills necessary to meet the requirements of each grade. The ad- 
dition of a new aide, the help provided by teachers from the Longfellow 
School, and the visits of a speech therapist have helped meet the special 
needs of individual students and have greatly assisted the classroom 
teacher. 

This year the. school has received the generous support of com- 
munity groups. The Civic Club purchased and installed a carpet for the 
first and second grade room. The Civic Club is also collecting Betty 
‘Crocker coupons toward the purchase of a much-needed movie 
projector. The Patriotic Club sponsored the attendance of two seventh 
grade students to the Bryant Pond Conservation Camp, and the Club is 
also sponsoring a bird observation program at the school. The Fire 
Department presented programs for all grades during Fire Prevention 
Week and has provided other materials as well. The Library 
Association has been most cooperative in extending the use of their 
facilities, and the new library will be an invaluable resource for the 
school. In addition, many individuals have volunteered their time and 
help. The school is grateful to these groups and individuals. Their 
community spirit is indispensable to a strong school program.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The following is a report on the activities of the B.V.F.D. for 1973. 

The Department members insulated the firehouse this year to save 
on fuel. During the warm months we had extensive training on the use 
of the equipment. All of our equipment is kept in good condition at all 
times. The first truck and portable pump the town purchased are used 
often during training sessions and fires. 

For Fire Prevention Week in October, we sponsored a program in 
the school. Mr. Gary Rood, the Maine State Forest Ranger of our 
district, gave a talk and showed a movie to the students stressing the 
importance of fire prevention out-of-doors. On another day the 


Department took a truck up to the school and showed various types of 


equipment and its proper use and operation. We were pleased with the 
impressions these children gained from the demonstration. 

For the first time in Bremen, the Fire Department, with the help of 
the Bremen Civic Club, sponsored a Christmas tree party for the young 
children in town. The turnout was very good and therefore we hope to 
continue with a Christmas tree every year. 

The past year the Department has been discussing the possibility 
of an addition to the back of the firehouse to provide storage for the 
third truck and give us the much needed room for meetings and 
training sessions without putting the truck outside. We decided to 
postpone the idea due to the school budget problem. 

The Department has purchased a citizens band radio for each of 
the trucks which will give us a means of communication in case of fires 
or other emergencies. 

This past year the B.V.F.D. has answered many calls other than 
fighting fires. We have cleaned chimneys, pumped out flooded cellars, 


filled new septic tanks and hauled water for townspeople whose wells 


went dry. On one occasion we helped salvage a lobster boat which went 
ashore and sank. We organized a search party and helped to locate a 
missing resident this past fall. Just recently we were called out to 
remove a pine tree which blew across a town road and blocked traffic. 
In the event of any emergency that may occur, please feel free to call the 
fire number, 529-5550. 
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The following projects are under way by the Department: 

1. A pump has been installed on the 6 x 6 truck. It is a power take- 
off driven pump that will deliver 350 GPM at 105 PSI. It will give us 
good working pressure with both 1’2” and 2’%” hoses. The pump will 
give a maximum working pressure of 180 PSI. It is made by the 
Gorham Rupp Company. The 6 x 6 has 18,000 original miles on it and 
is in good mechanical shape so we expect to get a lot of service from it. 
We purchased 200’ of 212’’ Double Jacketed Fire Hose to use with this 
pump with funds we have raised ourselves. 

2. A Dry Hydrant has been purchased with all necessary pipe to 
hook it up. It will be installed at the waterhole on the Morang property 
just below the school on Route 32. The town has received written 
easement for a 10’ right-of-way to install this hydrant. 

3. Last year the towns of Bremen and Bristol voted to join in a 
Mutual Aid program. South Bristol neglected to get an article in their 
town warrant last year so they will be voting on Mutual Aid at this 
year’s town meeting. Once that has been done, the three towns can 
draw up an agreement. 

4. The Fire Department had an opportunity to update our present 
‘Red Phone’’ system. In the past we have had three phones on this 
network installed in three separate homes. With the updated system we 
will be given a total of ten (10) phones for wider coverage at a cost of $10 
more per month. This may sound like an unnecessary luxury but we feel 
it will be justified as more people will be reached when the fire number 
is dialed. Since these phones are in private homes, it has been possible 
that all three of the families could be away from home at the same time. 
It will be more likely that one or more would be within call at all times 
with the updated system. There was a $75 change-over fee and it was 
paid out of the Department’s own treasury. This was done with the 
approval of the selectmen. 

We are asking for an increase in the Maintenance Account to 
cover fuel, lights, maintenance to the firehouse, insurance for equip- 
ment, Red Phone network, and the operation and maintenance of the 
three trucks and equipment. 

This year the Department sponsored the 6th Annual Lobster stew 
Supper in late August. Each year it has been more successful and is 
looked forward to by residents and non-residents alike. The proceeds of 
the suppers have enabled us to purchase many needed items without 
requesting town funds. I would like to thank each one who has helped 


: 
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to make our suppers a success -- the local lobstermen who donate the 
lobsters and the clam diggers who provide bushels of clams, and the 
women who have cooked and worked at the supper each year. I would 
also like to thank everyone who has given donations of money to the 
Department during the year. Your continued interest and support will 
be greatly appreciated. 

Over the past six years the proceeds of the money raised at the 
suppers have provided the following items free of cost to the taxpayers: 

1. Booster reel with 200’ of high pressure hose and nozzle. 2. A 
forced hot air furnace for the firehouse. 3. Installation of two (2) 
overhead doors in the firehouse. 4. Insulation of firehouse. 5. Outfitted 
and remodeling of 6 x 6 truck. 6. Purchase of three (3) citizens band 
radios and 7. 200’ of 2’2”’ Double Jacket fire hose.

1 house fire; 1 mobile home fire; 1 chimney fire; 3 grass and woods 
fires; 4 flooded cellars; 1 new septic tank filled; 2 lobster boats pumped 
out; 1 rescue of lost person; 1 fallen tree removed from highway.

During the past year, the only communicable disease reported to 
me was the occurrence of 4 cases of streptoccal throat infections during 
the month of March 1973. A list of reportable diseases is posted in the 
Bremen Library and Medomak Post Office. We cannot contro! disease 
without knowing where disease exists. Please heip by reporting to me. 

Three complaints of public nuisances and potential health hazards 
were investigated by your Health Officer and Selectmen. Appropriate 
action was taken. , 

During the month of September, preliminary hearing tests were 
performed on all the school children, with the assistance of Mrs. 
Anthony Zaccadelli, Jr. Eye tests were performed on the school children 
in Grades 1, 3 and 5 by Mrs. Joanne Richards, District Health Nurse. 

I continue to represent our town as a member of the Jessie Albert 
Memorial Dental Clinic Advisory Group. Four children from Bremen 
have been treated at the Clinic during the past year. The Clinic serves 
children from the ages 3-18. If you are eligible, I urge parents to take 
advantage of this service. 

Due to a change in the State Laws, the plumbing inspector and 
alternate are now appointed by the Selectmen.

We have examined the balance sheets of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1973 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations, and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


In our opinion the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of Bremen, 
Maine at December 31, 1973 and the results of operations for the year 
then ended, in conformity with accounting practices generally followed 
by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.

COMMENTS 
DECEMBER 31, 1973 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on hand 
was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1973. Cash in banks was 
reconciled with the statement and confirmations from the bank. The 
records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 


transactions. 
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An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and the negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax collections were checked 
to pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. 

The trust funds investments at December 31, 1973 were accounted 
for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from the 
savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in support 
of investment transactions and determined that all principal and in- 
come applicable to investments and all expenditures had been included 
in each fund. 

Accounts Receivable consist of $1,000 due from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund and $198.86 from the School Account for Social 
Security. 

Educational account balances were reconciled with the 
Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined to determine that charges were made to the proper 
departmental accounts. Surety Bond Coverage relating to the treasurer 
and tax collector was viewed. 

The use of excise tax revenue to set up a School Bus Sinking Fund 
was authorized by the voters at the anuual town meeting. At the special 
town meeting, the voters authorized an additional $1,860 transfer to 
State Aid Construction. 

The Town Road Improvement and State Aid Construction ac- 
counts were verified with the Department of Transportation and State 
Highway Division. 

Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts and 
deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as expenditures 
and the negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were confirmed with 
the Office of Revenue Sharing, and expenditures were compared with 
the appropriations made at the regular town meeting.

Bremen Library History 


The first Bremen Library was started in 1944 by four women who 
felt that the town would benefit from a library. They persuaded the 
town fathers to let them use a corner of the town house and with the 
aid of their husbands put up the other two walls and some shelves. 
They started with the town’s collection of old books and with many 
donations from interested townspeople. The library progressed slowly 
through the war years and with volunteer help and fund raising events 
managed to support itself. As the town began growing in population 
additional space was needed. 

In 1954 a small one-room building near the school was acquired, 
and there was an effort toward organization. The building was 
equipped by volunteers to accommodate available books and at this 
time a librarian was hired for one afternoon a week. With many 
volunteers, some with library experience, the Bremen Library became 
an integral part of the town and was increasingly used by the school 
classes. 

In 1974 a philanthropic resident donated funds to put up a new 
building which would provide space for the increasing number of 
books and expanding activities. An upstairs room, the length of the 
building, is available for shows, fund raising events and children’s 
activities. A Friends of the Library group furnishes many helpful 
volunteers for the activities and needs of the library. 

The Bremen Library has come a long way since its birth, 
beginning in the Town House in 1944.

IMPORTANT 

All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification 
in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways 
as the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day, of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make | 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any’ 
abatement of his taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and: satisfied them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.’’ 

Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 

NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values.

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Selectmen’s Report 


1974 has been a very busy year and the many problems are being 
handled as they come up. 

Roads:- The four units raised for State Aid Construction were not 
used so to be carried foreward because the state delayed in making 
their money available. We did not want the Biscay road reconstructed 
and left with no black top during the winter. We have been told work 
will be done early this spring. 

We have been assured that we are on the 1975 list for hot top on No. 
32 as well as the Biscay road. 

From Federal Revenue Sharing Funds we finished the base on the - 
Turner road but need some $10,000 to do the whole distance with hot 
top. As much as possible should be done to save what we have built. Tar 
now is expensive. It is just as cheap to hot top when one considers the 
extra long life of this application and the less need for the expensive pot 
hole repair. This year we did no tarring as before but used hot top and 
plan to continue this policy. 

We ran into unexpected Town road repair this year due to heavy 
rains and expect the new culverts will prevent future damage. We 
expect to get reimbursed some $500.00 from the Federal Disaster Fund 
for the December 14th, 1973 flooding. 

Snow removal is very costly and will continue to go up. The extra salt 
per yard of sand has proven to be a benefit. 

The State Town Road Improvement funds are unknown at this time 
since it requires action by the new 107th Legislature. 

In a Special Town meeting we voted an ordinance to comply with the 


-Mandatory Shoreland Zoning law and also voted to establish a 


Planning Board to take over the duties which fell to the selectmen by 
statute. 

The sense of the special town meeting, which was well attended, was 
that residents should consider their personal desires and a willingness 
to serve, rather than suddenly finding phe wee on the Board without 
giving it due thought. 

We have a wealth of talent in town and the need to consider what’s 
going on and how the growth of the town should be guided is of great 
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importance to us all. The board’s studies and recommendations will, 
from time to time, act by presenting articles for consideration. 

The Board will have the duty of dealing with the current subdivision 
regulations and updating the comprehensive plan which since written 
now whenever changes are made must be presented to the town for 
acceptance. This is also true of the subdivision regulations if changes 
are suggested. 

The Board has access to help in their work by the Southern Mid 
Coast Regional Planning Commission and the State Planning office. 
The Commission has a planner that will, on invitation, meet with the 
Board to assist. We are a member of the Commission and have two 
representatives that attend their monthly meetings. 

We should continue our membership and one or both of our 
representatives should be a Planning Board member. 

Your selectmen, who have been acting as a Planning Board, invite 
residents to contact us with questions so as to understand better the 
work. 

The selectmen have appointed a Board of Appeals to consider 
anyone that’s aggrieved by a Planning Board decision such as might 
result from implementing the subdivision regulations. 

The selectmen may appoint by statute to fill any vacancies that may 
arise. 

The new Dog Constable has proven to be a success and plans to 
continue this service. 

Our six-town ambulance service has grown into a well run 
organization which is so essential for our protection, a real success. 

The area dump problem, including a disposal area for effluent from 
septic tanks, is in the hands of the County Commissioners and they 
expect some answers before too long. In the meantime we may be 
required to perhaps make some temporary arrangements. 

Our Volunteer Fire Department has been most active and now has a 
two bay shell addition constructed which will give us a facility to im- 
prove our fire protection and a step towards better insurance rates. 

A Food Stamp program has replaced the Donated Commodity 
arrangement previously used. 

A very real problem is our school finance situation. The lawsuit is 
still in process. The case has put pressure on a Study Commission to 
make recommendations for a fairer amendment which we are told will 
result in a better break than the way the law reads now for Bremen. The 
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Superintendent’s report will give important details. 

The tax situation for the future is uncertain because we are faced 
with not only a school increase but, for example, our county tax looks 
like from $5500.00 to $11,000, and the new state law creating Real 
Estate Tax Districts is going to be a lot more costly than the $500.00 we 
spend yearly. | 

Another important matter that we must deal with has to do with the 
Federal Flood Plain Insurance Law when we get, by registered mail, a 
letter and a Flood Plain Map. 

Your selectmen cordially invite people to come to any of our meetings 
which are open.

As you are undoubtedly aware, the 106th Maine Legislature 
passed a bill which has changed the method of funding education with 
far-reaching implications for public education in the State of Maine. 
It was passed to help ease the burden on the local property tax and at 
the same time to equalize educational opportunities throughout the 
State. The law (Legislative Document 1994) establishes a school tax on 
each municipality based upon the state valuation of the community 
property. This school tax will pay for one-half the cost of education in 
Maine public schools. The other half will be paid from the state 
general fund which has its income from sales tax and income tax. In 
Bremen the Uniform School Tax for 1975-76 is estimated at "$120, 735 
for grades 1-12. Because Bremen’s state valuation is very high, the 
amount of money collected under the uniform tax is more than the 
town needs for educating its children. Consequently, it becomes a 
‘*pay in’? community - meaning the excess dollars it collects are paid 
into the state fund for distribution to communities whose uniform tax 
does not raise enough money for educational purposes. 

Since the new law, LD 1994, has many different features in it that 
are difficult to understand, I ask your patience and cooperation in this 
year of transition. The budget for both secondary students and the 
elementary students in the school district is prepared according to the 
law as it presently is written in the statutes. It will probably change 
with new legislation which is presently being considered. 

The Title I program continues to operate in Union 74 with Title I 
personnel assisting youngsters in all of the Union 74 schools. In 
Bremen a part-time teacher has been hired with Title I funds to assist 
in providing more individual attention for youngsters who may be 
experiencing difficulty in the instructional program. A speech 
therapist and a resource consultant from the special education 
program are also working with the youngsters at the Bremen 
Elementary School. Other consultants and assistants are available 
through the special education program as well. | 

Since I arrived last fall I have been afforded much cooperation by 
school board members, staff and citizens of Bremen and I appreciate 
all the support and assistance received.

This year the Bremen Grade School has been able to offer a 
variety of educational opportunities in addition to the regular schgol 
program.

Volunteer Fire Department 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The following report is submitted to keep you up to date on the 
work of the Bremen Fire Dept. 

A building Committee was elected in early spring of 1974 to 
submit plans for a new addition to the fire house. Those elected were: 
Ernest Poland, Jr., Gene Boothby, David Osier, Howard Kaler and 
Jeff Norton. After considerable debate it was felt that a concrete plan 
should be submitted to offset the rising inflation. The final plans 
called for a 2 bay addition, 30’ x 32’. The plans were approved at a 
regular fire meeting and were submitted by the building committee to 
the Selectmen. Sealed bids were received from several local carpenters; 
the bid being awarded to Chuck Parmalee of Waldoboro. Due to a 
limited budget the floor was not included in the bids. An article will be 
submitted in this year’s warrant to do the floor. The Fire Dept. 
continued the shingling on the south side so the building would have a 
finished appearance. The additional cost of $204.00 was borne by the 
Department. Members felt that we would not ask for any extra funds 
this year for the wiring, insulation and continuation of shingling. 

It is hoped that these projects can be done by the Dept. members 
with money from the annual lobster stew supper and donations that 
come in during the year. The Dept. gave $1,300.00 towards the 
construction of the addition so it could be built this year. The $300.00 
that was raised at the special town meeting was not used for the 
furnace enclosure, as the building was not completed until late 
December. It will be done as soon as the definite location of the 
furnace is made. Once the addition is completed this summer it is 
planned to hold a day-long Open House so that townspeople may 
inspect the building. 

The Mutual Aid agreement between Bremen, Bristol and South 
Bristol has been finalized. It has been agreed that in the event of a 
building fire there will be aid from these towns without cost. There 
will be charges for woods and grass fires to cover costs not reimbursed 
by the state. We feel this will be a help to our department to know that 
we can call on a nearby department if the need ever arises and not have 
to worry about a large fee for the services rendered.

Not 
enough praise can ever be given to our attendants who must be 
available on a moment’s notice when they are on call, and who also 
have to standby when our primary unit is in service, even tho they are 
not on call.

COMMENTS 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on 
hand was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1974. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 
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An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and the negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax collections were 
checked to pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a 
test basis to determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. 

_ The trust fund investments at December 31, 1973 were accounted 
for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from the 
savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in support 
of investment transactions and determined that all principal and 
income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been. 
included in each fund. 

Accounts Receivable consists of $100.00 due from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing fund and $112.72 received in January, 1975 for 
December, 1974 State Revenue Sharing Payment. 

The Suspense account shown on the balance sheet is the 
difference between the actual state revenue sharing received and the 
estimated amount used to reduce the 1974 Tax Commitment. This 
amount must be added to the 1975 estimated State Revenue Sharing 
and used to reduce the 1975 Tax Commitment. 


Educational account balances were reconciled with the 
Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined to determine that charges were made to the proper 
departmental accounts. Surety Bond coverage relating to the tax 
collector and treasurer was reviewed. 

The use of excise tax revenue transferred to State Aid 
Construction was authorized by the voters at the annual town 
meeting. Town Road Improvement and State Aid Construction 
accounts were verified with the Department. of Transportation, State 
Highway Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as 
expenditures and the negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were 
confirmed with the Office of Revenue Sharing, and expenditures were 
compared with the appropriations made at the regular town meeting.
